Canada is in continual alarm at al¬ 
ien ownership of Natural Resource.s 
and foreign domination. I’rofessoi 
Taylor in the Financial I’ost shows 
that while foreign investors do look 
on Canada as a fruitful field, yet 
Canadian financial independence is an 
objective which is beinij realized 
more quickly than people realize. For 
every foreign dollar invested in rail¬ 
road, industrial or financial securitic; 
Canadians have invc.sted more thai 
two dollars. Last year found Cana 
dian investors with a firmer grip ot 
their own resources than ever before 

Concrete examples show very clear 
ly the trend towards financial inde¬ 
pendence. Take, for instance, thi 
case of the two great nickel compan¬ 
ies, which produce more than 85 per 
cent, of the world’s needs in that com 
modity. Eight years ago the Interna¬ 
tional Nickel Company belonged to 
Wall Street, while its neighbor, the 
Mond Nickel Company, was the prop¬ 
erty of English investors. Today the 
whole situation has changed. Cana¬ 
dian buying of nirkel stocks has been 
so heavy th.at a proup of Canadian 
financiers now dominates the situa¬ 
tion. If not in actual control, these 
men can largely dictate the future 
coarse of the two big .Sudbury com¬ 
panies. 

What has happened in niekel ha; 
been carried oUt in many other ca.se.s 
A year ago the * British Columbi; 
Electric wars the property of Londor 
investors. Today a large proporti6i' 
of the stock in th.at company ha 
paa.sed into Canadian strong boxes 
The Belgo-Canadian Paper Compan.v 
was originally financed by a Bru.ssel.-- 
group. It is now Canadian owned. 
The Donnacona Paper Company wa 
owned from across the line. Owm r 
ship has now cros.sed the border nortl 
wards. In Winnipeg recent financiiu 
has brought ownership of Westeri. 
Steel Products very largely into Can¬ 
ada. Everywhere the trend is the 
same. Canada is now standing ot¬ 
her own feet. 


No one knows the number of lives 
that ■ have been harmed and ever 
wrecked by this human propensity to 
gossip and pry.

OI R FIR.ST PO.ST.MA.STER- 


Two weeks ago the 22.'?rd annivei- 
■sary of Benjamin Franklin was ob- 
■served by- our neighbors of the South. 
Franklin was a man of genius and 
found time enough says the Kam¬ 
loops .Sentinel, “to do all worth-while 
things; he achieved as a printer, pub- 
li.sher, .statesman,' diplomat, philoso¬ 
pher, scientist, musician, economist, 
philanthropist and luimori.st.’’ The 
celebration calls to mind that Frank¬ 
lin was Canada's -first postma.ster- 
general. He was appointed po.stmas- 
ter of Philadelphia in 1787 and be¬ 
came deputy postmaster-general in 
1753. At the clo.se of the war be¬ 
tween England and France in 1703 
.ill of the Canada fell into the hands 
of the British. The joybells were still 
ringing when he set out on Ids jour¬ 
ney northward for the purpose of ex¬ 
tending to the newly acquired terri- 
lory a postal service. On his arrival 
at Quebec he opened a post office 
-here with subordinate offices at 
Three Rivers and Montreal and es- 
.ablished a monthly service between 
-he Canadian post offices and New 
fork. That was the beginning of an 
mmenae system that today incorpor- 
ites nearly 1.3,000 offices and hun- 
ireds of thousands of mail routes by 
rail, water, aeropalnc, and dog sled.

Sir Thomas More who lived during 
the reign of Henry VTIl and was be¬

HighwiMHi Well Down Nearly 4,000 

t Feet. Others Show Progress 

I _ 

! Splendid progress at Highwood 
well, being drilled west of High Uiv- 
pr by the Imperial Oil and kriowji al¬ 
so as the Pingman-Imperial well, is 
shown in the otTieial weekly drilling 
report issued Friday by the Imperihl 
Oil Company, Calgary office. About 
140 feet of new hole is reported in 
the Highwood well, the total depth 
being shown as 3,981. Confirmation 
of the report of oil .showings aTW.^ 
test at Hofalite No.15 are made in the 
report which oJ^hibits another week 
of general progress at practically all 
wells being drilled by the Imperial 
'Oil Co. 

F Hoyalite No. 17 well was omitted 
I from the list last week as drilling has 
been suspended temporarily due to 
the lack of a crew. Influenza has af¬ 
fected' so many of the members of the 
drilling crews that it has been fhuiul 
noce.ssary to shut down this outfit 
temporarily. Depth reportetl last 
I week was 3,930 feet. 

I Okalta No. 1 well was still- fnrzen 
j over Monday morning. VV’. S. Herron 
j niimagrng ■ director of Okalta Oils, 

I Ltd., .stated, and officials of the coni- 
! pany are investigating the u.se of 
j chemicals to thaw out the well. Sev- 
1 eral acids have been considered but 
I ‘’t fke effect of the.se 

mi^t have off the casing is being 
considered carefully before anything 
I is adopted. 

Officials qf the well exjire.ss little 
concei-n about the frozen condition of 
the well, pointing to the experience of 
practically all other wells in the field, 
including Hoyalite No t, which was 
frozen for three weeks soon after it 
was brought into production. Okalta 
No. 1 has been frozen only ten days 
at pre.sent and the possibility always 
exists, officials of the company de- 
clai'e of running a drill into the well 
and bringing back the flow. It is felt 
that,the well may come back at any 
time.

nical problems greater than those en 
countered in many other fields on th 
continent.

s drillers and walking away fror 
ome of the imported drillers.

"he Imperial Oil Co. drilled last yea 
2,500 feet of hole with 10 strings c 
ools. 

Speaking of the progress of the 
Home wells, Mr. Mclveod said, that 
Home No. 1 now had a diamond drill 
on the job and was ready to go to 
the horizon below 5,213 feet— its 
present depth—and may become the 
unique well of Turner Valley. It is 
at present taking high grade crude 
oroduction from higher strata and if 
't wins the crude naptha “pay” will 
lie producing at the .’lame time from 
three different horizons. Mr. McLeotl 
answered a number of questions, 
among them one regarding the depth 
of the limestone crude naptha-bearing 
formation. H^ said that the lime- 
itone in Turner Valley might be 4,00C 
feet in thi yk^i epd.

One result of the Hoadley policy, 
and the government must take re¬ 
sponsibility for it, is that medical 
graduates have been shunning this 
province for years past.- They know 
that conditions here are not attrac¬ 
tive. There is too much government 
interference with the reasonable ex¬ 
pectation of making a decent living. 
Records show that only six doctors 
have come to Calgary to practice in 
the past five years and four of these 
came on contract with existing medi¬ 
cal firms. The same state of affairs 
is true in Edmonton. Rural practice ■ 
is not drawing recruits. j 

And why, it may be asked, import 1 
doctors from across the ocean when ' 
the taxpayers of Alberta are spenu- | 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars { 
annually on a provincial university. 
One section of the university’s activ¬ 
ities is devoted to the training of 
doctors. Are the graduates to find 
employment in their native province 
or to be forced to go to the United 
States or elsewhere ? If there is a 
crj-ing n<^ of medical attention in 
the outlying parts of the province 
why are not last year’s Alberta grad¬ 
uates given the opportunity to estab¬ 
lish practices there? 

If there is a scarcity of available 
graduate material from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, why not give the 
graduates from sister provinces the 
first ohanet?
